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The Right Of 
The Producer 


(Faim and Ranch Review) 

The allocation of box cars to local 
elevators for the transportation of 
‘vestern grain has aroused a great 
deal of concern and controversy in 
recent years. The subject came up 
once again during the recent session 
of the agricultural committee of the 
house of commons when various ele- 
vator organizations presented their 
separate views. In our opinion the 
Main concern should not be what any 
elevator organization wants but what 
the producers desire

are times of serious grain 
congestion in country and terminal 
élevators. A limited amount of rail- 
Way cars are allocated to each ship- 
ping point. Generally speaking the 
practise has been to distribute rail- 
Way cars on the basis of one car for 
each elevator. Under that system 
many grain producers have been 
compeled by circumstances to deliver 
their grain to certain country ele- 
vuators against their wishes and, in 
many instances, against their finan- 
cial advantage, 


The Wheat Pools propose that 
grain producers be given the right 
to select the elevator to which they 
want to haul their grain. The plan 
provides that each farmer should 
state his preference in writing. The 
Wheat Board would then be able to 
direct cars to elevators as the far- 
mers desire 


Should the farmer change his mind 

after he has stated his preference 
he would still have the right to deli- 
ver his grain to another elevator. 
He would not be compelled to abide 
by his original preference 

Such a system would provide 
competition between 
meet the desires and requirements 
of the grain producers. It would be 
eminently fair to all grain producers 
and all elevator organizations. It 
is a plan Which is the very essence 
ot equity and simplicity. 

It has been aclaimed that the pro- 
posal is unnecessary, and that the 
car order book provides grain pro- 
ducers with effective means of deli- 
vering their grain to their selections 
of elevators. But that is NOT true. 


The present grain congestion and 
the imposition of the quota market- 
ing system to give every producer a 
fair share of the elevator space pre- 
vents the effective use of the car or- 
der book, Before a farmer can ob- 
‘tain a car through the car order 
book process he must be certain he 
will have a carload of grain in the 
country elevator by the time the car 
is spotted. If he has not such a vol- 
ume of grain he loses his right to the 
car. 

During the early part of each 
marketing year in recent times farm 
deliveries have been severely restric- 
ted, Last autumn all a single farmer 
could deliver under the first quota 
wus 300 bushels of wheat. He sim- 
ply could not qualify for a car under 
the car order system. That plan will 
not operate effectively in periods of 
severe congestion, 

The issue is one for the grain pro- 
ducers to decide and not the ele- 
vator organizations. It was only af- 
ter a long and bitter struggle that 
the farmer got the right to deliver

In the Institute of Experimental 
Medicine and Surgery, Montreal, Dr. 
Hans Selye’s work has focused the 
attention of everyone interested in 
health, on the detrimental effect of 
stress in the lives of people today. 
Any student of children will testify 
that excessive fear pute a boy or girl 
under a tragic amount of strain. 

How can fathers and mothers best 
help the too fearful child? It is true 
that some fear is necessary in the 
kind of world in which we live. The 
child who has no fear of being hit 
by 4 car or a truck is apt to run out 


of the street, without first looking 
to left and to the right to see if a 
car is coming 

The little girl who is not afraid of 
being burned by her mother's iron, 
may try to use it herself and receive 
a nasty burn. The small boy who 
has no fear of the neighbors cat may 
tease the pussy once too often! For 
many years fear has been useful ir 
preventing people from — getting 
themselves into “danger situations.’ 

But many doctirs and menta! 
health experts are agreed that ther 
is a ereat deal loo much fear in the 
minds und hearts of countless child- 
ren and erown-ups. This unneces- 
sary fear lessens happiness and ef- 
fectiveness in work. If a person be 
comes increasingly anxious and 
frightened, physical and mental well 
being may be in Jeopardy. 

Parents are warned to use fear of 
punishment very sparingly in. dis- 
ciplining their children. Never re- 
sort to threats about “the big police- 
man,” or “the boogey man,” or any 
Other fictious person who will deal 
out painful vengeance for misdeeds 
Continually frightening a little child 


into good behavior may seem to 
‘work’ In the presence of the adult 
who has ttle op no initiative--be- 
cause he tears failure or disapproval 
of vague nervous apprehension of 
of vague nervous apprhension of 


some calamity befalling him, is dis- 
tinetly handicapped 

Fears are very contagious and 
sometimes it is not fear of punish- 
ment but «a parent's own fear of 
lightning or something else wich a 
child ‘catches.’ Mothers and fa- 
thers should be careful not to pass 
on to their children their own crip- 
pling fears, 

It is natural for children to ex- 
ipress their fears and look to their 
‘parents for reassurance and safety,

You may 
wonder what difference the height 
of the booms makes. It makes ALL 
the difference. 
Let me. explain The sprayer 
booms must be at least 18 inches a- 
bove the highest weed plant so that 
the spray pattern from the nozzles 
will meet above the plant, not half 
way down on the plant. This means 
that if the thistle or other weed 
plants were 18 inches high at the 
time of spraying, the booms of the 
sprayer should have been 3 feet 
above the ground, Some sprayers 
do not have this range of adjust- 
ment, in fact, some that I have 
checked were Uavelling at the same 
height as the weed plants and, as 
a result only the lower part of the 
weed near the ground received any 
2,4-D.
